Probe Into Bituminous and An-

thracite Trade Conditions

Industries; also to lnscstlgate prices
charged for engines, cars, other equipment
and supplies used by railroads and entcilng
Into tho manufacture nnd operation of in-

dustrial establishments generally, to de-

termine whether there nro existing agree-
ments as to prlcesamong coal operators
and whether conditions Justify Congress In
directing tho IMesldent to tako oer such
coal mines as are found to bo exacting ex-

orbitant prices, $500 000 to bo appropri-
ated for tho use of the commission in the
Investigation.
